CHINA. « 


Hoxuxona has ‘been effectually safe- 
guarded against a Russian refugee ‘pro- 
blem such as Shanghai has to deal with. 
It was stated some-few months ugo bya 
gentle:ian who had been deputed by the 
League ofe Nations to investigate the 
Russian refugee problem that there .are 
approximately 50,00 Russians in Ching 
in a state of utter destitution. ‘Most: of 
these people are in the Manchurian pro- 
vinces, Lut-small groups of them are being 
reported from most’ unexpected places 
in’ China. Shanghai” soine thonths ago 
was ‘reported to contain some ‘6,000 des- 
titute Russian’ refugees. An Internutional 
Committee was formed to save them from 
starvation and, if possil e, to Gacunte 
theni. The latest Report of this Com- 
mittee mentions that there are’ still ‘about 
2.000 Russians of the Jabouring class: in 
the port practically starving, and with’ 
no work in prospect. . Altogether the 
Committee has succeeded during the past 
five months in sending away from Shang. 
hai no-fewer than 1,278 Russian refigees. 
That sojnany ‘still remain is due to two 
causes: “First, a atroug objection on the 
‘part of ‘the refugees’ to trusting them- 
selves. to the tender mercies ‘of the Sovieb 
authorities ; and, secondly, to "the lack 
of the’ large sum of money ieeded for 
their, evacuation, Among these refugees 
are a considerable pumber .of .cadets,
